Significant Developments at BCC 


The 1980-81 academic year is 
only 3 months old, and it has 
already shown itself to be a year 
of significant developments at 
Broome Community College. 
Note, for example, that BCC has 
a new president, enrollment has 
reached a record high, the col- 
lege’s academic programs are 
starting the first year of a renewed 
college-wide accreditation, and 
the basketball coach has broken 
the all-time record for career vic- 
tories by a two-year college coach. 


® New President. Donald W. 
Beattie became BCC’s fourth per- 
manent president during the sum- 
mer, when he came here from the 
presidency of the University of 
Maine at Augusta, also a 2-year 
college. He has already made 
many friends and acquaintances in 
the community and gained the re- 
specs of his colleagues locally and 
throughout the state. 


® Record Enrollment. Despite a 
decline in enrollment in many col- 
leges throughout the nation, BCC 
continues to attract a record num- 
ber of students as it did last year. 
More than 6250 students are en- 
rolled in credit courses — about 
3350 full-time and other 2900 
part-time. 

An additional 2,000 are expect- 
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ed to take non-credit mini courses 
during the fall semester, which 
will bring to more than 8,000 the 
number of people being served by 
the college this fall. 


® Accreditation. The prestigious 
Middle States Association of Col- 
leges and Schools renewed BCC’s 
college-wide accreditation for the 
maximum period of 5 years, as it 
found the college’s programs meet- 
ing its high standards. 


@ Most _ Basketball Wins. The 
first victory of the season gave 


BCC basketball coach Dick Bald- 


win the most career coaching wins 
ever by a two-year college coach. 
He entered the season with 743 
coaching victories in his 33 years 
at BCC. Only 4 four-year college 
coaches have more wins, and since 
they are all retired or deceased, 
Baldwin is now the nation’s “win- 
ningest” active college coach. 





Dr. Manzari Re-elected 
Chairman of Trustees 


Dr. John A. Manzari has been 
re-elected chairman of the Board 
of Trustees at Broome Community 
College for his second term of one 
year. 

The Board recently returned all 
four of its officers for one-year 
terms — Allan C. Cave as vice- 
chairman, Harry Kradjian as trea- 
surer and Barbara Kramer as 
secretary. 

Manzari is the director of pul- 
monary services at Wilson Memo- 
rial Hospital, and he has been a 


member of the BCC Board of 
Trustees for almost six years. He 
was named to the post on Decem- 
ber 18, 1974, by then Governor 
Malcolmn Wilson to fill an unex- 
pired term. He was reappointed by 
Governor Hugh Carey in August 
of 1979 to a full 9-year term. 


Other members of the college 
Board of Trustees—all of whom 
serve without pay — are James

The record total of Broome 
Community College’s enrollment 
this fall—which was suggested by 
the early registration figures—has 
been confirmed by the official en- 
rollment statistics, as the college 
is ahead of last year’s previous rec- 
ord highs in every major category. 


The college has 6,271 students 
taking credit courses this fall, 
which is a gain of 13% over last 
years 5,556. About 2,000 more 
people are taking non-credit mini 
courses at BCC, but these totals 
are not counted into the official 
enrollment figures at this date. 


® The number of full-time day 
students this fall is 3,342, which 
compares with last year’s 2,916 
and is a 15% increase. 


@ In part-time enrollment, there 
are 2,929 students this year, com- 
pared to 2,640 a year ago—an 11% 
gain. 

Looking beyond the totals, there 
are some interesting developments. 
Again there are more women stu- 
dents at BCC than men, as 52% of 
the total student body is female. 
More males are enrolled as full- 
time day students (54%), but 
58% of the part-time students are 
women. 


A closer look at the part-time 
student totals shows that there are 
2.263 taking courses in the eve- 
ning, 557 in the day and 109 tak- 
ing both day and evening courses. 


The age calculation shows that 
the trend is still away from the 
traditional teenage college student 
who enrolls immediately after 
graduation from high school. It 
also confirms the fact that evening 
and part-time students are older 
than their full-time day counter- 
parts. 


There are 12% full-time day stu- 
dents who are age 25 or over and 
66% of the part-time students are 
in that category. Thus 37% of the 
entire BCC student body this fall 
is older than 25 and 24% are 30 
and over. 

Among the part-timers, more- 
over, 24 individuals are age 60 or 
over and 307 above age 45. There

A Broome Community College 
graduate was named president of 
a college earlier this fall, when 
Charles A, Ekstrom was appointed 
president of Waterbury State 
Technical College in Connecticut. 
He is a 1956 graduate of BCC’s 
Chemical Technology curriculum 
who is 44 years old and has most 
recently been dean of the college 
at Housatonic CC in Bridgeport. 

The two colleges (Waterbury 
and Housatonic) are located so 
close to each other that Ekstrom 
did not have to move to take his 
new job. He now drives 23 miles in 
one direction instead of 13 the 
other way. 

Ekstrom was born in New Jer- 
sey and brought up in Greene, 
N.Y. After working at Ansco for 
two years following graduation 
from high school, he came to BCC, 
and then went on to earn his BS 
and MS degrees at SUNY Albany. 
When he got a teaching assistant- 
ship there, he made an important 
discovery. He enjoyed teaching 
and therefore decided to forego 
his previous plans to return to in- 
dustry. 

This decision led to a teaching 
position at Rockland Community 
College, where he became chair- 
man of the Science Department. 
Then after 6 years, he went to 
Housatonic CC in 1967. There he 
has been a teacher, department 
chairman, division director, dean 
and acting president.

391 Study Abroad in International Program 


Cost of Courses 
Surprisingly 
Moderate 


Neither community colleges nor 
low costs are usually associated 
with studying in foreign countries. 
But Broome Community College’s 
International Studies Program en- 
abled 51 people from the area to 
take courses out of the country in 
the last year, and the cost in many 
instances was no more than study- 
ing in such nearby places as Cort- 
land or Oneonta. 


A semester of study in England, 
for example, costs about $2050, 
which includes _ transportation, 
housing, food, tuition and $20-a- 
week spending money. This is no 
more than students have to pay for 
a semester at an out-of-town col- 
lege in the United States—even at 
public institutions. 


Courses abroad are available in 
several lengths of time—2 weeks 
long in January, semester- length 
for the spring term, and in varying 
lengths next summer. 


BCC is currently accepting ap- 
plications, and one does not have 
to be a BCC student as the pro- 
gram is open to anyone in the 
community. Courses are available 
in Europe, Israel, India and Mex- 
ico. For free flyers and more in- 
formation, call BCC at 772-5000. 


Some of the 51 who participated 
in BCC’s International Studies 
Program last year were BCC stu- 
dents who studied abroad for full 
semesters. But many were people 
in the community who took ad- 
vantage of this unique opportunity 
to study in another country. 


Most of the students involved 
took their courses during the sum- 
mer. That’s when 37 of the 51 
people studied language and cul- 
ture at the University of Madrid 
in Spain, anthropology on the Yu- 
catan Peninsula in Mexico, or mu- 
sic and art in Vienna in Austria. 


Last January, 11 students went 
to Italy or Paris to study language 
and culture (separate groups) or 
to London to study theater. 


Semester length programs. at- 
tracted students either to Seville 
in Spain or to Ealing College in 
England. 


Broome Community College is 
part of the College Consortium for 
International Studies, which con- 
sists of 30 colleges. Some of them 
are two-year colleges and some of 
them four-year schools. 


Classes are made up of students 
from a number of the colleges in 
the consortium. In the past year 
in the entire consortium, about 
300 students went to Israel to 
study and another 100 to England.

Waterbury State Technical Col- 
lege has about 720 full-time stu- 
dents and 120 part-timers, and it 
is accredited by both the New 
England Association of Schools 
and Colleges and by the Accredita- 
tion Board for Engineering and 
Technology (formerly ECPD). 
The college has 9 curricula—chem- 
ical, mechanical and_ electrical 
technology, data processing, man- 
ufacturing engineering technol- 
ogy, fire technology and adminis- 
tration, industrial management 
technology, industrial drafting, 
and pre-technical. 

Ekstrom, who is married and 
has four children, is the second 
BCC graduate to ascend to the 
presidency of a college. Two years 
ago, Tom Kubala (ET-58) was 
named president of Thomas Nel- 
son Community College in Hamp- 
ton, VA. Both are products of 
BCC’s technical programs. 


New Computer Ad 


Number of Users 
Up from 54 to 
80 at One Time 


Broome Community College has 
recently installed its new com- 
puter equipment — a $418,000 
DEC System 1091 to replace its 
six-year-old DEC System 1040. 


The new computer greatly ex- 
pands the college’s ability to han- 
dle its increased instructional and 
administrative needs, as well as 
those of Broome County’s Depart- 
ments of Social Services and Pub- 
lic Works. These two county de- 
partments also use the college- 
based computer. 


The $418,000 cost of the new 
computer comes from several dif- 
ferent sources—$228,000 from the 
college’s 1979-80 budget, $130,- 
000 from a State Vocaional Edu- 
cation grant, and $60,000 from the 
resale of the old DEC System 
1040, to use round numbers. 


The new computer will double 
the memory capacity of the old 
one, it has a speed that is almost 
five times as great, and it increases 
the number of simultaneous users 
by about 50%—from 54 to 80. 


It is easier and less costly to 
maintain, consumes less power, 
and requires less space to house it. 
These are just some of the ways in 
which it enables BCC to stay 
abreast of the latest technology in 
the computer field, according to 
Steve Carol, director of the BCC 
Computer Center. 

He also pointed out that the new 
tape drives can store twice as 
much data in the same space as the 
old one, and do it in half the time. 

“We're fortunate to have this 
level of computer technology,” 
said BCC President Donald W. 
Beattie. “And now our objective 
over the next few years is to add a 
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BCC’s new DEC System 1091 commnatens which was installed this fall and which gives the college 
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much greater computer capacity and capability. 


sufficient number of professional 
computer programmers to develop 
the software to cope with the cur- 
rent and future needs and chal- 
lenges here at BCC.” 


The increased use of the com- 
puter in industry and business has 
led to much greater emphasis in 
teaching computer technology and 
programming languages at BCC, 
observed Carol. 


The college’s Electrical Tech- 
nology, Chemical Technology and 
Engineering Science programs in- 
clude more computer instruction 
than a few years ago, Carol said. 
And he pointed out that BCC has 
added three programs in computer 
studies this fall — Computer Sci- 
ence, Data Processing: Business, 
and Data Processing: Technical. 


The new computer will also en- 
able the college to teach an addi- 


‘Medical Asst.’ Replaces 
‘Medical Office Asst.’ Title 


The Medical Office Assistant 
program at BCC has officially un- 
dergone a name change. It is now 
known as the MEDICAL ASSIS- 
TANT program, because the new 
title better describes the program 
and the profession, and it focuses 
more clearly on the medical re- 
lated responsibilities of the posi- 
tion. 

“A medical assistant is not a 
medical secretary,” emphasizes 
Mary Schum who is chairperson of 
the department and who played an 
important role in getting the name 
changed in New York State, 

Medical assistants are qualified 
to provide supportive health care 
services under the supervision of 


a physician. They assist with pa- 
tient care management, execute 
administrative and clinical pro- 
cedures, and often perform man- 
agerial and supervisory functions. 

The Medical Assistant program 
is one of the original ones at 
Broome Community College, so it 
is in its 34th years of operation. 

The change in title was made at 
the State University of New York 
level, and so it affects the other 6 
two-year colleges in the SUNY 
system that offer this approved 
curriculum of study. 

Medical assistant, moreover, is 
the almost universally used title 
throughout the rest of the country, 
Ms. Schum said. 


tional programming language — 
APL. This brings to 11 the number 
of programming languages avail- 
able at BCC, which has the best 
academic computer facilities of 
any community college in the 
State University system (SUNY). 


The other languages, inciden- 
tally, are FORTRAN, BASIC, 


COBOL, ALGOL, PASCAL, 
RPG, BAL, DEC System 10 as- 
sembler and the two assembly 
languages for microprocessors 
8080 and 6800. 


The new DEC System 1091 can 
store two million characters in 
memory compared to one million 
previously, and it can do mathe- 
matical functions in .5 microsec- 
onds (compared to 2.8 microsec- 
onds), said Carol. This enables it 
to do more jobs in a given period 
of time. 


2 Alumni 
Named as 
Varsity Coaches 


Two Broome Community Col- 
lege graduates have been named 
to coach winter sports at the col- 
lege. John Kopalek will guide the 
Hornet wrestling team, and Gerry 
Hlopko will coach the women’s 
basketball squad. 

Kopalek was an_ outstanding 
wrestler at BCC and is a 1971 
graduate who is now teaching in 
the Windsor School System. He 
succeeds Bill Beston, who resigned 
last spring after eight seasons at 
the Hornets’ wrestling helm. 

Hlopko, who graduated from 
BCC in 1975, made a successful

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How BCC 
Coped with 


Space Problems 


This fall’s heavy enrollment at 
Broome Community College made 
it appear at first that it would be 
necessary to rent space off the 
campus. Fortunately, that did not 
come to pass. 

The college handled the enroll- 
ment crush by making a number of 
adjustments on the campus, ex- 
plained Terry A. Cline, vice-pres- 
ident for academic affairs. 

He noted that lecture classes 
were scheduled in laboratories in 
some instances, that some classes 
were scheduled on the weekends, 
that two rooms were converted to 
classrooms when they were not 
scheduled to be used that way, 
that the college increased its utili- 
zation rate from 85% to about 
92%, and that more sections of 
classes were filled to capacity than 
originally planned. 

“We did not turn away any stu- 
dents who wanted to enroll,” Cline 
said, “and we maintained our 
quality of education by not over- 
loading sections unnecessarily.

are even an additional 34 full-time 
day students who are 45 or older. 

The programs of study for full- 
time day students at BCC gen- 
erally consist of 6 categories an 
the Business area has the largest 
enrollment—31%. Liberal Arts is 
next with 29%, followed by the 22% 
in Engineering and Engineering 
Technology curricula and then 
11% in Heatlh Sciences. In addi- 
tion, there are 4% in the new Com- 
puter Studies program and another 
4% in the Special Programs. 
(Rounding off the percentages 
means they do not total 100%. ) 





Three Broome Community Col- 
lege faculty members are not back 
on the campus this year for health 
reasons—Roger Marion who taught 
in the Biological Sciences and 
Medical Laboratory Technology 
Department, Carl Taylor whose 
specialty was teaching reading and 
study skills and Fred Malloy in the

half a dozen operations this year 
for spinal problems, Taylor is suf- 
fering from multiple sclerosis and 
Malloy is recovering from a heart 
attack. He is expected to return 
in January. 

Marion and Taylor are both re-

BCC Faculty Member Axford Beagle 


And Retired Teacher 


Three Broome Community Col- 
lege graduates, a student, a long- 
time faculty member and a former 
faculty member, the 16-year-old 
son of a faculty member and the 
wife of a staff worker have passed 
away since the last issue of BCC 
TODAY. 

The faculty member was Axford 
Beagle and the alumni were Nick 
Korba, Gayle Barlow Thornton 
and Dominick Raymondi. Paul 
Chambers, chairman of the BCC 
Humanities Department, lost his 
16-year-old son. John Collins was 
the former faculty member. 

AXFORD BEAGLE had com- 
pleted 32 years on the BCC fac- 
ulty, when he passed away on 
Aug. 17. He was 59 years old, and 
he is survived by his wife Sally, 
two daughters and a son. 

In addition to his many years 
of excellent performance teaching 
chemistry, perhaps his greatest 






contribution to the college was his 
outstanding handling of the Pre- 
Tech Program in the 1960’s and 
70’s. 

He was chairman of that de- 
partment and made the position 
much more than just an adminis- 
trative post. He taught in it, 
counseled and advised the stu- 
dents, and took a great interest in 
them, as they were upgrading their 
academic backgrounds to qualify 


BCC Foundation Gives 
$29,917 to 172 Students 


With enrollment and the need 
for financial aid both increasing at 
Broome Community College, the 
BCC Foundation assisted 172 stu- 


dents last year in the amount of 
$29,917. 


But the enormity of the need is 
shown in the fact that there were 
more than 1500 applicants for fi- 
nancial aid of all kinds — federal, 
state and local from the Founda- 
tion. 


One of the reasons for this large 
increase is the fact that so many of 
today’s students are older and 
hence no longer dependent on 
their parents to finance their col- 
ege education, according to Gary 
Smith, BCC vice-president for stu- 
dent affairs, who revealed these 
Statistics at this fall’s annual meet- 
ing of the Foundation. 


Frank G. Paul, resident manager 
of IBM for Western New York, 
was re-elected president of the 
Foundation at the meeting. He 
will serve another one-year term. 

Other officers elected are vice- 
president Paul Leiden, treasurer 
Douglas Johnson and _ secretary 


Robert Allen. Leiden is president 
of the Bank of New York in Endi- 
cott, Johnson is vice-president and 
senior trust officer of the First-City 
National Bank in Binghamton, and 
Allen is retired from the Marine 
Midland Bank. 


Leopold Eckler and Carl Git- 
litz were re-elected to three-year 
terms on the Foundation’s Board 
of Directors, where they rejoin 
James Hanson of the Fairbanks 
Co., Hartwell Morse of Marine

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Child care services are again 
available for BCC students who 
have young children and a prob- 
lem of finding a place for them 
while they are in class. 


Formerly known as Kinder Kare, 
it is now officially known as Child 
Care Service and is completely 
funded outside of the college’s 
regular budget. Fees paid by the 
users and a low-key fund raising 
effort pay the cost of the service. 


The Child Care Service is lo- 
cated at the Nimmonsburg United 
Methodist Church, just north of 
the campus, and is limited to chil- 
dren between 2% months and 6 
years old. 


There is a 3-hour time limit for 
each visit, and it is also available 
for other people in the community. 
The rates are a modest $1 per hour 
for BCC students and slightly 
higher for others.

Approval Given 


For Maximum 


5-Year Period 


Broome Community College 
and its academic programs have 
been reaccredited by the Middle 
States Association of Colleges and 
Schools, which is the accrediting 
body in this part of the country 
for all colleges and universities, 
public and private, 2-year and 4- 
year. 


The reaccreditation followed a 
visit to the BCC campus by a 
Middle States accrediting team, 
which conducted an intensive 3- 
day evaluation of the college and 
its programs. 

The reaccreditation is for the 
maximum period of five years. 


“Accreditation is important for 
colleges,” said new BCC President 
Donald W. Beattie, “because it 
means that their programs of study 
are up to the standards established 
by the academic community and 
that the college is achieving its 
goals and objectives. 


“It also makes it easier for BCC 
graduates to transfer to four-year 
colleges, because those colleges 
have proof that BCC’s programs 
are up to standard. It’s a help, 
moreover, in getting grants for the 
college.” 

Accreditation is viewed by the 
Middle States Association, accord- 
ing to its Commission on Higher 
Education, “as a continuing status, 
which includes periodic review of 
accredited institutions, both for 
their benefit and for the fulfillment 
of the Commission’s accountability 
to the academic community and to 
the public.” 

The accreditation by the Middle 
States Association is the most com- 
prehensive of the many such eval- 
uations that BCC constantly un- 
dergoes, as this one covers the 
entire college operation. 

Nine of BCC’s programs are also 
accredited by 11 professional or- 
ganizations in their fields, and all 
of the college’s programs are reg- 
istered with the State Education 
Department and approved by the 
State University of New York. 


~ Usage of BCC Library 
Shows Marked Increase 


The Cecil C. Tyrrell Library 
at Broome Community College 
showed a large gain in usage dur- 
ing the 1979-80 academic year, as 
the facility obviously improved its 
service to the community as well 
as to the student body. 


Total circulation was up 7.9% 
over the previous year for the two 
semesters of the academic year, 
while it showed a gain of 8.5% 
when the Summer Session was fig- 
ured in. 


The circulation of periodicals 


Bf 


increased by 2.1%, and usage of 
reference books was up by 24% 
from 4167 to 5197. Out-of-house 
circulation, moreover, ran 15.8% 
ahead. All comparisons are with 
the previous year of 1978-79. 


The total number of borrowers 
was 22,480, which constituted a 
17% gain. Off-campus borrowers 
increased by 28%, student borrow- 
ers by 18.7% and faculty borrow- 
ers by 7.8%. 


The demand is continuing to in- 
crease this year.

The women’s tennis team had 
the most successful season of the 
four varsity fall sports at Broome 
Community College. Coach Ken 
Sanford’s squad posted a 7-3 won- 
lost record, and placed second in 
the regional championships. 

Vicky Tomsons and Sue Gen- 
narelli won the doubles title in the 
regionals, and Linda Schuhle won 
the No. 6 flight singles crown. 

The soccer Hornets, under coach 
Wayne Lockwood, posted a 5-7-2 
record for the season and was 
eliminated in the sub-regional 


tournament by bowing to strong 
Fulton-Montgomery CC by a 2-0 
score. The team was ranked No. 7 
in the region for the season. 

The women’s volleyball team 
won 6 matches and lost 8 during 
the season, and the cross-country 
team ran mostly in invitational 
meets. The record shows a 2nd, 
6th and 7th place finish among 
these meets, as well as three 10th 
place finishes. 

Tim Antisdel and Ivan Milensky 
were the Hornets’ No. 1 and 2 
runners. 








22 wins a season for 33 years, of 
never having a losing season, of 
never missing a game, and of never 
losing more than 4 games in suc- 
cession. 


Many of Baldwin’s former play- 
ers will be on hand that night, as 
this is a combined Homecoming 
and Recognition Night. After all, 
these are the people who played 
for the coach and helped him 
achieve his successes. 


The Hornets face a formidable 
foe that night in Monroe Commu- 
nity College, the regional champs 
who beat BCC in last year’s tour- 
nament. So the game is a good at- 
traction, aside from the added 
touch of honoring the nation’s 
“winningest” college coach of all. 


The 4 coaches who have more 
career victories than Baldwin are 
all either deceased or retired— 
Adolph Rupp of Kentucky (847 
wins), Phog Allen of Kansas 
(771), Hank Iba of Oklahoma 
State (767) and Ed Diddle of 
Western Kentucky (759). Pretty 
lofty company. 

The BCC United Student Gov- 
ernment presented Baldwin with 
a nifty gray sport jacket as a gift 
for his record-breaking success. 

When the record for 2-year col- 
lege coaches finally came with the 
victory over Sullivan County CC, 
Baldwin was typically modest. He 
said he was pleased, of course, but 
he enjoyed mostly a feeling of re- 
lief that the quest was over. 

“Now we can get on with the 
business of winning games and 
establishing ourselves as contend- 
ers for the regional crown this 
year,” he said. 


Regional contenders the Hor- 
nets figure to be, with 4 starters 
back from last year and some ex- 
cellent newcomers. 


Ron Thorpe, Jay Dilello, Bob 
Mastro and big Rob Garbade are 
the returning starters, and Jump- 
ing John Lea from Schenectady 
and local products Clenn Hampton 
from Binghamton North HS and 
Ted Taylor from Binghamton Cen- 
tral are the top newcomers.

BCC hockey coach George Hig- 
ginbottom is hopeful of improving 
on last year’s 6-6-2 won-lost rec- 
ord, and his team’s opening 6-4 
win over the Syracuse University 
club team gives rise to high hopes. 


The Homet wrestlers began 
their season under new coach John 
Kopalek with a 13th place finish in 
the Corning Invitational Meet, 
while the BCC women’s basket- 
ball team doesn’t start its season 
until January. 


Former Baron Bob Castro gives 
the hockey Hornets strength on 
defense, along with senior Charles 
Young and brothers Keith and 
Bruce Barney. Senior Joe Gen- 
narelli and freshman Dave Moffitt 
are the goalies, and there is 
enough talent to supply 4 forward 
lines. 


Capt. Mark Hughes will be with 
holdover Joe Stirpe on one of the 
lines, and good things are expected 
from Dave Juser and Bob Laszew- 
ski on another line. 


Only Joe Gay, Jr., and Kevin 
Williams are back from last year’s 
wrestling team, as Carmen Gum- 
ble is ineligible until the second 
semester. Kopalek cites 118- 
pounder Anh Ly who is a Viet- 
namese lad, 126-pounder Jeff 
Warren from Sidney and heavy- 
weight Steve Dombrowski as fine 
prospects.

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87% of Class of ’80 Transfer or Find Work 


54% Employed 
33% Transfer 
Survey Shows 


For the sixth year in succession, 
at least 87% of the Broome Com- 
munity College graduates either 
found jobs or transferred to 4-year 
colleges, according to BCC’s 
Placement Report for the Class of 
1980. 


There were 54% of this year’s 
graduates who went to work and 
33% who transferred to 4-year 
schools. This over-all total of 87% 
was down slightly from the previ- 
ous years 90%, while there were 
3% more who were employed and 
6% fewer who transferred than last 
year. 


College officials were pleased 
that such an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the graduates either went 
to work or transferred. These are 
two of the college’s main missions, 
and these statistics demonstrate 
that the college is successful in ful- 
filling these two important func- 
tions, according to Anne Scott, 
BCC’s director of placement. 


The starting salaries of those at 
work were about 10% above last 
year’s average—this year’s $11,360 
comparing to last year’s $10,285. 


It is significant, too, that 85% of 
the college’s graduates who went 
to work did so in Broome County 
or the nearby Southern Tier, 
which means that the college fur- 
nished many employees to its ser- 
vice area. 


The survey also revealed the 
types of employers that hired the 
BCC graduates, as well as the col- 
leges to which they transferred. 
(See box at right.) 


For the second year in succes- 
sion, SUNY Binghamton, Roch- 
ester Institute of Technology, 
Clarkson College and the SUNY 
College at Cortland were the top 
four 4-year schools in attracting 
BCC graduates. 


The survey covered 91% of the 
833 graduates in the Class of 1980, 
as that is the number that re- 
sponded to the questionnaire.
